2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gilbert et 
al(US Patent No. 1,799,684). 

Gilbert et al teach a separator device including a wound conduit member(31 ) 
having an outermost wall portion including an inlet(16) and an outlet(33), the outermost 
wall portion having a plurality of through openings(32), the wound conduit member(31 ) 
mounted within a housing(6), and means(col. 1 lines 15-20) for applying a pressure 
differential between the inlet and outlet causing particles to be separated by centrifugal 
forces as fluid is forced through the wound member. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Wets, Good, Stillebroer, Wilson, Hirshfeld, Loumiet et Lavigne '076, Loumiet Et 
Lavigne '460, and Boudreau disclose similar separators.
